Trapping ; Submarines 


The Netting Process Proves to Be 
Very Effective 


A submarine net is made of wire 
rope, about as thick as a lead pencil. 
and the meshes are of great size— 
about ten to fifteen feet square, The 
net has floats on top that keep bob- 
xing up and down like the float on 
a fish ling and on the bottom are 
weights that keep the whole thing in 
a perpendicular position. The sub- 
marine cannot submerge to very 
great depths on account of the pres- 
surc—200 feet being about the limit- 
ing depth. It sails innocently along, 
therefore, until it pushes its nose in- 
to the meshes, The net now trails 
along on both sides of the subma- 
rine—its progress revealing the fact 
that something below is supplying 
the motive power. Perhaps the net 
suddenly stops; that means that the 
hidden submarine has stopped, its 
navigators having made the horrible 
discovery that they are trapped—or 
perhaps the net has become twisted 
in the propeller. Under these cir- 
cumstances the wise submarine 
rises to the surface. It surrenders, 
becomes the property of the enemy, 
and its crew made prisoners. If tt 
does not take such action one or 
two things will happen. The enemy 
will wait upon the surface until the 
submersible comes up or if it starts 
moving, the enemy will follow until 
the inevitable uprising.

There are many other dogs in 
France with honorable life-savin 
records on the battlefields, A _ regi- 
ment could be made up of soldiers 
saved by dogs that have run the 
gauntlet of fire'to hunt for wounded 
and bring stretcher bearers to them. 


These dogs of war carry messages 
through zones of fire from trench to 
trench, rushing from cover to cover, 
but always going true to comman 
and bringing the message, if not kil- 
led in the attempt. There are in- 
stances where a dog, after receiving 
a mortal wound, has crawled _pain- 
fully along for hours to bring in his 
message, 

One of the admirable qualities of 
these trained dogs is the seriousness 
jwith which they take and execute 
dangerous missions. A well trained- 
Red Cross dog will not be swerved 
from his business by hunger, fatigue 
or pain, obeys only his officer, and 
works to the point of exhaustion, un- 
less officially relieved.
